OUTSTANDING FLOWER NOVELTIES FOR 1942 


Alyssum Compactum, Violet Queen. 
Plants are dwarf, compact, neat in habit, free flowering, and the small sweetly 
scented flowers are a very rich, deep shade of violet. 


Marigold, French Dwarf Double, Harmony Hybrids. 
These compact plants are 12 to 14 inches in height, 100% double, and start flower- 
ing about 2144 months after seed sowing. This is one of the earliest of all Mari- 
golds. Flowers are medium size, averaging an inch and three quarters in diameter, 
and do not have the strong Marigold odor. The color range includes a lovely 
golden orange shade, a distinct golden yellow, innumerable bloched and striped 
combinations of golden orange with maroon, and shades of golden and lemon yellow, 
with the contrasting dark maroon. Flowers have the crested center flanked by 


several rows of broad guard petals. 


Nierbergia Hippomanica, Dwarf Cup Flower. 
Plants are dwarf, compact, and not over 5 to 6 inches tall. Foliage is light gray 
green, very inconspicuous, and there are literally hundreds of lovely lavender 
blue flowers in bloom at a time throughout the summer. Plants are half hardy 


perennial. 
Aster, Perennial, Mixed Colors. 


Pentstemon, (Beard Tongue). 
Pentstemon is a perennial, 24 inches tall. The plant has shiny leaves and splendid 
spikes of gay tubular flowers with light throats. 


Ipomea (Morning Glory), Pearly Gates All-American Silver Medal Winner for 1942. 
This big satiny white Morning Glory is a sport from and seemingly identical in 
growth, foliage and blossom, except in color, with Clark’s Heavenly Blue Morning 
Glory. Plant with Heavenly Blue and Scarlet O’Hara for red, white and blue effect. 

Cleome, Pink Queen. All-American Silver Medal Winner for 1942. 

Pink Queen, a beautiful Spider Plant, is especially good for attractive borders. 
The large flower brackets turn to white before falling, giving an appearance of 
a white collar with a pink cap. Reaches over four feet and blooms from June 
until frost. 

Zinnia, Dahlia-Flowered, Royal Purple. All-American Honorable Mention for 1942. 


This large flower is of a rich Royal purple color without blue toning. Its uniformity 
in plant habit, large flowers, color and height shows good breeding. Flowers are 
four inches across, freely double, and plants grow about three feet high. 


Statice, Everlasting. 


Stiff stalks bear dense groups of dainty blossoms in graduated rows. Colors in 
rose, true blue, white and yellow. 


Ageratum, Midget Blue. 
A rich blue, dwarf, compact flower excellent for low borders. 


Tithonia, Mexican Sunflower. 
Fine for cutting; dazzling orange-vermillion color.

Beans should not be planted before the ground becomes light and warm, in favorable seasons 
usually about the first of May. The soil should be rich and mellow, and the seeds scattered about 3 
inches apart in drills that are to 2 to 2% feet apart, and covered about 2 inches deep. Successive 
sowings, made at intervals of about two weeks until the middle of July, will give a plentiful supply 
of beans throughout the season. One pound of seed will sow 100 feet of drill.

POLE BEANS. 


Less hardy than the Bush Beans, and should be planted several weeks later, when the ground is 
warmer. Plant the seeds in slightly raised hills 3 or 4 feet apart, 4 or 5 seeds to the hill. The Limas 
are especially tender, and the rule for late outside planting with them is rigid. Painstaking cultivators, 
who are usually the most successful, plant them eye downward, after setting stout poles for every hill. 
All sorts of late-ripening Pole Beans are benefitted by pinching the tips of the vines back when they are 
about 5 feet high. A pound will plant about 100 hills.

The Sweet or Sugar varieties being liable to rot in the ‘cold or wet ground, should not be planted 
before May, or until the ground has become warm, and for a succession continue planting every two 
weeks, until the middle of July, in rich, well-manured ground in hills three feet apart each way, covering 
about half an inch and then thin out three plants to a hill, or plant in rows four feet apart and to 
stand eight inches apart in the rows. One-quarter pound to 100 feet; 1 gallon to the acre.

Peas succeed in light, dry, loamy soil. Early and dwarf sorts require richer soil than the late varieties. 
If manure is used let it be old and well rotted, or there will be a rank growth of vines with few pods. 
Sow the early, smooth, round sorts as early in spring as the ground can be worked. Seeds of wrinkled 
varieties are more liable to rot if the ground is cold and must be planted later. Sow all the varieties 
quite early and depend for succession upon the different times of ripening of the various sorts, or from 
the pa sowing sow every two weeks until June for a succession. One-half pound to 100 feet; 2 bushels 
to the acre.

BEETS. 


The soil best suited to the Beet is a deep, light and rich loam. For very early crops, the seed is 
sown in hotbeds, and the seedlings are transplanted to the open ground. For main crop, the seed is 
sown outside as soon as the soil is in good condition, in drills from 12 to 15 inches apart, and covered 
about an inch deep; the plants are thinned to stand 4 or 5 inches apart in the rows. \For winter crops, 
sow seed in June, in drills, as for early Beets. An ounce of seed will sow 100 feet of drill; five or six 
pounds will sow an acre.

CABBAGE. 


Seed sown in hotbed or greenhouse about February 15 will give plants large enough to transplant 
into hotbeds about March 10. Set them 2 or 3 inches apart each way, and as soon as they become 
well established remove the glass for part of the day, to harden them for final transplanting into the 
open ground, increasing the exposure daily until April 10 or 20, when the final transplanting may be 
made. Plants for this early crop need not stand further apart than 1144x2 feet. For late crops, sow 
seeds in April or May, and transplant to the open ground when large enough, setting the plants up to 
the first leaf, and 2x3 feet apart. It is important that the plants should not stand thick in the seed- 
beds, as this would induce weak, slender plants.

CAULIFLOWER. 


Culture for Cauliflower and cabbages is essentially the same, but to the former extra care given 
in applying fertilizers and moisture well repays the gardener. Sow the seeds for early and late crops 
as directed for cabbage, but do not set the early plants in the open field too soon, for if too much 
stunted by severe frosts they begin to form heads before they are strong enough to develop them well. 
Plants which have not headed before winter sets in may be stored in a cool cellar or coldframe, and 
will form heads there without any further attention.

CARROT. 


Carrots succeed best on heavy loam, which preferably should have been well fertilized the 
previous year, as fresh manure often causes the roots to grow pronged and misshapen. Sow the seed 
as early in the spring as the ground can be prepared, firming the soil down over them. 

One ounce of seed will sow 200 feet of drill; 2 pounds will sow an acre.

CELERY. 


Celery can be grown on any garden soil, but is finest on deep, mellow bottom land. Seed for early 
crops should be sown in hotbeds about March 15. The plants may either be thinned to give them 
room to grow, or transplanted to another bed to grow until it is time to plant them in the open 
ground. For main crop, seed should be sown in the open air as soon as the soil and air are warm enough. 
They should be covered lightly, or merely pressed into the earth with a board if the soil is fine and 
mellow. The seedbed must be kept free from weeds and well watered in dry weather. When the plants 
are large enough, transplant them to shallow trenches or furrows from a 4 to 6 feet apart, according 
to the variety grown, setting the plants 6 inches apart in the rows and pressing the soil firmly around
